The: Sioux Agreement Will 
he Strictly Observed. 


Congress Agrees to Make Good the 
Promises of the Commission. 


Mr. Anders em Wants an Investigation 
of the Indian Bureau, 


Proposed Legislation in Regard to 
the Western Railroad Combine 
—Condition of the Crops— 
Capital Notes. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—|By the As- 
sociated Press.] Senate.—The Vice- 
President laid bofore the Senate the 
protest of twenty-three members of 
the Idaho Legislature against allow- 
ing Dubois to take his seat. Referred 
to the Committee on Privileges and 
Elections. 

Mr. Sherman reported from the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Affairs the bill to 
issue bonds guaranteed by the United 
States for the building of the Nicaragua 
ship canal. The bill, which was ac- 
companied by a long report, was 
placed on the calendar and ordered 
printed. 

Mr. Dolph, from the Committee on 
Public Lands, reported the Senate 
Bill to amend the railroad land for- 
feiture bill of last session so as to 
make the period of six months (for the 
assertion of rights of settiers) begin to 
run, not from the time of the passage 
of the act, but from the date of the re- 
storation of such lands to settlement 
and sale. After explanation it was 
passed. 

The Senate then resumed considera- 
tion of the Financial Bill and Mr. Mor- 
gan continued the speech begun by 
him yesterday in support of the free 
coinage amendment. Ile soon yielded 
the floor temporarily, and Mr. Dawes 
presented the conference report ou the 
bill to carry out in part the provisions 
of the act to divide the Sioux Iudian 
reservation, and in response to a ques- 
tion by Mr. Edmunds, made an explan- 
ation. Lie said that the commission, 
ot which Gen. Crook was the head, 
promised the Sioux Indians in the 
course oft their negotiations, to 


use their iufluence at Washing- 
ton for the redress of cer- 
tain grievances. The commission 


— | subsequently met forty representatives 


of the Sioux Iudians trom the reserva- 
tion where the present outbreak oe 
curred, to see to it that those assur- 
jances were carried The 
Committees of both Houses were also

stood them 

That bill passed the Senate in April 
last, but from difficulties in the other 
branch of Cougress, it had not 

assed the House till last month. 
1 coutained a duplicate appropriation 
of $100,000. The Semate struck out 
that duplicate appropriation and hence 
the necessity cf u contereuce. As the 
bill now stood (with that duplicate ap- 
propriation struck out) it carried out 
to the letter not only the assurances o. 
the commission as the commission 
understood them, but also precisely as 
the Indians themselves understood

The agreement, which is quite 
lengthy, begins by rebearsing the pre- 
liminary agreement adopted at the 
December meeting. ‘The statement is 
made that those resolutions have been 
tormally ratified by the respective 
boards of directors of the companies 
represented, and in order to carry out 
the desigu and fundamental principles 
of the agreement the following by- 
iawa are agreed to. These by-laws 
provide, in substance, that the name 
of the association shall be the Western 
Trattic Association; that the office of 
the cummissioners suall be in Cuicago. 

Tue affairs of the association will 
be under the management of an ad- 
visury board composed of the presi- 
dent and one member of the board of, 
directors of each company. The 
board shall bave power to estab- 
lish aud maintain uniform rates be- 
tween competitive points, and decide 
all questions of common interest be- 
tween the members.

ing of the Council. Messrs. Bonsall and

cus Friday «fternoon, but Messrs. Summer- 
land, Rnodes, Alford and Tufts objected, 
saying that the meeting had not been called 
for that purpose.

BONDS FOU STRERT IMPROVEMENT. 

A bill has just been prepared by the City 

Attomey and will be forwarded to Hon. 


John R. Matthews tod y amending the 


present street law, called the Vrowman Act, 
ma number of particulars, the most imp r- 
taut of which is the amendment which has 
for some time past been agitated by Maj. Bon- 
gall, president of the Council, consisting of 
v sions allowing the issuance of bonds 
for tue payment of street lwprovewents. 
“he system of issuing these bonds is brie fly 
as fuliows: After passing the ordinary res- 
olution of inteation te make the improve- 
Ment contemplated on any strect or purtion 
ot a street, Which résdiution contains a de- 
ag of the donds proposed to 
be issued, the Couucil advertises for 
bids specifying in the avvertisement 
— the proposed improvement is to be p id 
or by the issuance of b nds and describing 
bonds, By advertising in this wanner 
the contractor bidding tor the work is fully 
apprised ot the terms aud conditions of 
pu) ment. The work is then pruceeded 
with and done to the satisfaction of the 
Street Suverintendent as other street 
work is now dove, who, after ac- 
cepting said work, issues and de- 
livers to the City Council an assess- 
ment ruil showing the amount of work 
done, the total cost thereof, and the amount 
assessed against each lot, or portion of a 
lot, benefited by dal improvement. 
He attaches to this 
ment roll a diagram showing the 
proposed improvement and each lot or piece 
of property benefited and affycted thereby. 
After the delivery of this assessment rol! 
and diagram to tue City Council thirty days 
is allowed within whieh 
—— aggrieved by any act of the Street 
Superiniendent may appeal to the City 
Council from his decision, which Council 
have the right to remedy or correct any 
error committed in the proceeding or in the 
acceptauce of the werk. At the expiration 
of the thirty days, und after ali appeals 
ball have been acted upon, the City Conn- 
oil will issue bonds, extending over « period 
of not to ex tweive years, and 
drawing interest at a rate not to 
exceed 7 per cent, payable semi- 
annualiy, which bonds will be des- 
ignated as the (Blank) street im- 
a bonds, and will be of the nature 
Di wn as serials, an equal part thereof, 
together with the interest on the full 
am unt unpaid, to be paid off each year dur- 
ing the period of time over which said 
bonds extend, These bonds will be sold to 
the highest bidder,as other bonds of the city 
are sold, and at not less than par. After 
the sale of the bonds and the p:yment of 
the proceeds for the cost of the work or im- 
provement, the City Councii will certify the 
assessment roll for said improvement to the 
City Assessor, who will place upon the 
municipal tax-roll each year a special tax 
upon each plece of 
Suid assessment roll, equal to 
anuual proportion of 
lug due upon said bonds for that 
ver. The object of this law is to enable 
property-oWners abutting upon the more ex- 
peusive improvements, such as paving. sew- 
ering and the making of heavy cuts or fiils 
through the biily sections of the city, to pay 
for these improvements gradually instead of 
being obliged to ‘pay the whole cost of a 
‘large street assessment at obe time. The 
payments to meet these bonds are mide an- 
nually in the s me manner and at the same 
time that municipal taxes are co'lected, and 
a very expensive atid substantial improve- 
ment may be made upon property by means 
of this law. practically, without the owuer 
feeling the cost of the same, 

The bill is a very comprehensive docu- 
ment of {i rty-three pages of typewriter, 
and has occupied almost the entire time of 
Deputies Dunn anu Crutcher for the past 
four days.

FRENCH THRIFT, 


The financial elasticity of the French 
nation is something marvelous. The 
enormous and unprecedented fine im- 
posed upon the nation by Germany, at 


In fact, it appar- 
ently left France in better financial 
condition than her conqueror. Since 
then, De Lesseps has taken out of 
France an immense sum, for his ill-ad- 
vised canal enterprise. Today, the tele- 
graph intorms us that the new issue of 
French rentes has attracted an immense 
crowd ot purchasers to the office of the 
Minister of Finance, hundreds passing 
the nights out of doors, in this bitter 
weather, as people used to do in. our 
mild climate to buy town lots daring 
the boom. 

It appears that, however big a drain 
of taxation there is on the French 
peasantry—aad taxation in that coun- 
try is very onerous—they still have 
something hid away in a stocking 
for emergencies. Thisis due chiefly 
to two reasons—firstly, French thrift, 
which wastes nothing, but makes an 
appetizing meal for a family on what 
the average American famiiy throws 
away, and, secondly, the system of 
small landholding, which insures the 
thorough cultivation of the soil. Other 
countries may learn much from 
France, which, after all its misfor- 


countries in the world. 


A DISPATCH from Oklahoma, telling 
of the anxiety which prevails there in 
‘regard to a prospective Indian out- 
break, says that Cheyenne and Ar- 
Rapaboe Indiaus came iuto Kingfisher 
and purchased every cartridge that 
could be had.“ And why, may we 
ask, did the dealers sell them these 
munitions of war? Here we have a 
section which has been dreading 
an outbreak for weeks and calling 
for aid, yet, when’ Indians who 
are expected to go on the war- 
path come to town they are provided 
with ammunition. Is the trading 
principle in the American so keen that 
he must needs provide his enemies 
with means to kill him and his family 
rather than lose the profit on a smal! 

Surely, these people, 
who thus supply the Iudians with the 
means of warfare, deserve little sympa-

Southern California Resemblies Pal- 
estine More Than It Does Italy. 


times to name Southern California 
“Our Italy,“ but I think this isa 
rather misleading name, # name which 
does injustice both to Italy and to 
Southern California. 

To Italy, because that land with its 
dense population, its old history, old 
culture, old towns, the «thorough culti- 
vation of its soil, its lakes, its forests, | 
etc., at the present time is very dif- 
ferent from Southern California. 

To California, because every one who 
has seen and lived in Italy, coming 
here expecting to find a resemblance 
will feel very much disappointed. 
Southern California, with all its nat- 
ural attractions, must seem to the 
stranger far behind Italy, in historical 
monuments, ancient cities, and other 
things that interest the traveler in that 
country. Here we have a new and 
cosmopolitan population, with towns 
not much older than yesterday. 

I shall not try to mention all the dif- 
ferences between Italy and Southern 
California. What I already have said 
may be sufficient to show that it is not 
right to name this country Our 
Ivaly.”” I also think it better for tne 
progress of this section not to intro- 
duce it to strangers for anything else 
than it ae is. 

Still, Southern California, although 
it does not deserve the name of Our 
Italy,” bas no reason to feel disap- 
pointed. There is another land, stil 
more famous than Italy, which South- 
ern California very * resembles, 
namely, Palestine, The promised 
land.“ 

I never have been in Palestine my- 
self. If lhad been there, I should 
most likely have only visited the few 
holy places, and have left the land 
without any impression of its general 
nature. 

What I know of the land, to enable 
me to compare it with Southern Cali- 
fornia, I have learned from a baok pub- 
lished in Germany in 1889, under the 
title Kennst Du das Laud.“ 

The. author, Ludwig Schneller, is not 
a common traveler. Lie was born in 
Jerusalem, and spent his whole child- 
hood there among Arab an boys. Asa 
youth, he came to Europe and received 
his education in Germany and Switzer- 
land. Since 1884 te has lived at Beth- 
iehem as the priest of the Lutheran 
congregation, composed of both Ger- 
mans and Arabians.

a mild, refreshing breeze blows 
from the sea over the land—as 
here in Soutbern California. But, as 
the mountains of Moab are not as high 
as the Sierras, the eastern wind, the 
sorocco, will sometimes prevail fora 
ew days and then make all things 
look dead. 

Further, be shows us how there are 
only two seasons, the summer and the 
winter, or rather the rainy season; 
how the rain sets in at November or 
December, how. most rain falls in 
January and February; how there very 
often follows some alfter—rain in May, 
welcomed by the farmers; how qranges, 
lemons, figs, olives, prunes, peaches, 
apricots, apples, pears, grapes aud 
every kind of fruits are grown in the 
land; how all kinds of grain are also 

rown, and bow there scarcely is to be 
ound a time of the year when some- 
thing cannot be ripened and hur- 
vested. 

Still further he shows us how the

tion; how it is full of old viaducts and | 


cisterns, how the present decrease in 
property is due to the neglect of dams, 
ponds and cisterns for irrigation, and 
how, wherever at the present time 
anything bas been done for irrigation 
and cultivation, the soil will produce 
in abundance every kind of fruits, 
grain and vegetables; how the dryness 
of the land partly also is due to the 
lack of forests, those of olden times 
having been cut down by the Turks 
and Arabs. 

Surely, one cannot read a single page 
in this book without being reminded of 
Southern California. 

It is true that Palestine is a still 
older land thun Italy, but its ancient 
culture is dead, most of its monuments 
have been destroyed and it has slum- 
bered so long unaer the rule of the 
crescent, as to have become almost a 
new land once more. 

As a religious book, Kennst Du 
das Land?“ is as good as any I ever 
read. It ought to be translated and 

ublished in Los Angeles. I feel sure 
it would be widely read by the inhabi- 
tants of Southern California, and if 
this land does not deserye the name of 
„Our Italy,“ it would soon obtain the 
name of “The promised land of the 
New World.”

Everybody 
knowing him intimately can see that 
he does not comprehend the needs of 
our time.“ The Emperor’s words re- 
ferred directly to the encouragement 
being given by Bismarck to the Con- 
servative opposition. 

The latest interview accorded to 
Bismarck, which was given to the jour- 
nalist Max Bewer, exbibits him as ab- 
sorbed in the enjoyment of domestic 
life. Ou the subject of France, Bis- 
marck’s most incisive utterance was as 
follows: It is impossible to extermi- 
nate the French. Germany will never 
wage a merely propbylactic war. 
Whatever enemy of ours gets the best 
powder first will give the signal for the 
attack. As to the notion that after the 
next war eternal peace will reign in 
Europe, I cannot think of it.’’ 

Tue Bering Sea question is discussed 
by the press of the country as having 
no special relation to German interests, 
The tendency of opinion is distinctly 
in favor of arbitration. Reports which, 
however, are unconfirmed, credit the

The question of 
much interest now is the invitation of 
the United States asking France to be 
represented at the World's Fair in 
Cuicago, which will be received soon.

Attempts at Treachery. 


Trouble Expected When the Reds are 
Asked to Give Up Their Arms, 


Stirring Developments Expected at 
the Agency Today—A Threat- 
ened Outbreak in Washing- 

ton—At Turtie Mountain

Pine RiIpGe AGENCY, Jan. 10.—[ By 
the Associated Press.] The report yes- 
terday that the hostiles had at length 
made up their minds to return to the 
agéncy, notwithstanding it is but a 
repetition of what has been before an- 
nounced, attracts general attention. 
It is now, however, generally believed 
that, according to the alleged pro- 
gramme, the hostiles are to camp to- 
night at the Mission, near the scene of 
the engagement between Gen. For- 
sythe and the Indians on the 29:hb ult. 
They will be met by a detachment from 
the arency and escorted to this place. 

It has not yet been determined where 
or wien the Indians will be disarmed. 
In fast, it is generally believed that 
when the disarming is attempted 
trouble may be expected. It is thought 
that the bostiles will not be able to de- 
termine whether they should be de- 
privél of their arms and amuuition, 
while the alleged friendlies may 
traverse the agency, as they do now, 
almost armed to the teeth. The selec- 
tion of a spot in which to disarm the 
Indians is also a serious question. The 
work cannot be done in the middle of 
the agency; neither can it be done 
where the ground is broken. The 
latter place would be the Indians’ tra- 
Gitional fighting ground, and in case 
8 treachery, great damage might be 

ne. 

Meanwhile the cordon of troops in 
the several commands of Brooke, Bal 
Wheaton, IIIsley, Sanford and Penny 
is drawing closer around the hostiles, 
Gen. Miles today having issued orders 
for an advance on all sides from three 
tosix miles. This move is being made 
with care. The principal idea is to keep 
the Indian moving toward the reser- 
vation and at the same time to allow 
him to halt on no spot on which he 
— have the advantage over the

Gen. Miles bas ordered the displace- 
ment of the Indian police, who have 
been on guard. duty -round the agency. 
He will supply their places with sol- 
diers. This moveis variously inter- 
preted, but it seems patent, however, 
that the general wants only white men

ceived as to whose houses were de- 
stroyed Fridaya Wounded Knee: At 
this distance it is considered the work 
of hostiles und is not viewed as favor- 
able evidence of the Indian’s good will.

AT THE MISSION. 


The Hostile Forces are Approaching 
Pine Ridge. 

PINE Rax, Jan. 10.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] A courier from the 
hostiles to Gen. Miles at 10:30 tonight 
announced that they had reached the 
Mission, about five miles distant, and 
that they would reach here tomorrow. 
The greatest uncertainty prevails here 
as to the outcome of tomorrow. The 
greatest precautions have been taken 
to guard against any surprises. The 
breastworks have been strengthened 
and artillery bas been pluced on a 
site communding the friendly camp and 
the roads leading into the agency. 
Hotchkiss guns cover the other ap- 

roaches, and detachments. of the 

venth Cavalry and First Infantry 
are stationed at the most advantageous 
points. This afternoon pickets were 
sent out quite a distance from the 
agency, aud the Indian police and 
scouts about the agency have been re- 
inforced by a number of whites. It 
was deemed better to do tins than to 
relieve the Indians altogether, as at 
first contemplated. 

Gen. Miles and staff inspected all of 
the approaches and defenses this af- 
ternoon. Gen. Miles expressed him- 
seif ag satisfied, and nothing now re- 
mains save to wait for whut. the 
arrival of the hostiles tomorrow 
may bringforth. It is learned late to- 
night that Gen. Miles does not contem- 
plate disarming the Indians at present, 
and it is intimated that the disagree- 
able task will be left to the leaders of 
the various bands. Couriers in today 
from Gen. Brooke and the command op 
White Clay Creek brought word that 
all were well, enduring tue cold 
weather with patience. 

This afternoon another squaw, who 
was wounded at Wounded — died, 
and while she was being buried 
two more were brought to the agency 
in terrible condition. They said that 
they were wounded in the fight, 
dragged themselves off toa ravine and 
sheltered themselves the best they 
could during the blizzard. Since that 
time they have been crawling to the 
agency. They Said that four other wo- 
men and three men, all wounded, who 
started out with them, died on the 
road. The officers conducting the 
investigation at the Wounded Knee 
fight will complete their work tomor- 
row and submit areport tu Gen. Miles, 
who will forward it tothe President, 
To a correspondent of the Associated 
Press, one of the officers of the Seventh 
Cavalry said: “The story that we shot 
down women and children is a lie. 
The fact is nothing was left undone 


to save them. I heard many 
men cry, ‘Don’t shoot; that’s a 
woman.’ The people who killed 


women and children were the Indians 
themselves. Fewer Indians came in 
today than any day this week. Gen. 
Miles has decided to separate the 
Cgallalos from the Brules when they 
come in, as the former are said to be 
strongly inc.ined to peuce, while the 
latter are radical hostiles. ;

Luughton this afternoon 
noon received a dispatch from the 
County Commissioner of O’Kanogan 
county, dated at Concully, and 
stating that on Thursday night 
one of the Indians implicated in the 
murder of Freighter Coles a few weeks 
ago was taken Irom jail and dynched. 
The telegram also stated that a Catholic 
priest had warned the settlers that in- 
dignation ran high among the O’Kano- 
gau Indians, who had held four coun- 
cils, and it was likely that they would 
go om the warpath. The officers in 
conclusion asked for five hundred 
stand of arms and ammunition 
to arm the settlers. The Governor, 
afer a consultation with Ad .-Gen.

The Governor then 
notified Brig.-Gen. Curry of Spokane 
Falls that arms would be sent, and in- 
structing him to see that they were de- 
livered to the County Commissioners.

A Proposition to Guarantee the Com- 
pany's Bond Issue, 


The Country to Be Rendered Liable 
for Une Hund red Millions. 


Report of the 9 Affairs com- 
mittee on the Nicaragua Land 
Bill Recently Introduced 
in the Senate. 


By Telegraph to The Times. A 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 10.—[By the As- 

sociated Press.] The report of the 

Committee on Foreign Relations on 


the Nicaragua Canal Bill, presented by 


Mr. Suerman this morning, recites the 
importance of the canal project and 
treats in detail the history of the latest 


negotiations on the subject. The re- 


port says that the work of the private! 
corporations on the canal bas advanced 
with great rapidity; that the total cost 
of the project will be but one-third 
more than the Welland Canal; and 
that it will be completed within six 
years. Thefull cost of the work is set 
down at $100,000,000. 

The commitiee says that to secure 
this amount of money the company 
will be obliged to seil its bonds ata 
large discount; consequently it will be 
necessary to impose heavy tolls on 

shipping, and as the canal would really 
constitute a part ot the coast line of 
the United States, this burden would 
be largely borne by the American peo- 
le. Therefore, the committee be- 
fleves it to he the part of economy, aside 
from Considerations of national policy, 
for the United S:\ates to guarantee tire 
bon so the company to the amount 
of $100,000,0U0, so that they may be 
solu al par, with the resultof reducing, 
first, the actual expenditures of the 
company, and, second, the tolls, which 
would otherwise amount to $12,500,000 
9 in its present form. 
Ie bill meets the objections raised 
by President Cleveland to the treaty 
negotiated in 1884, as it does not com- 
mit the United States to the defense 
of the territorial integrity of the Cen- 
tral American States. 

In conelusion, che. report, which is 
unanimous, says: 

‘lt ie believed by your committee that the 
United States will net be eu leu upon to pay 
any portion of the principal or interest of 
the bonds, but that the work itself will 
auply repay all its cost and yield its bene- 
fits, nut only to the people of Nicaragua and 
Coda Hie, but to the Civinzed world, 
It it appears at any ume that the inter- 
ests of the United States are in jeopardy 

rom any cause, it can purchase a in jority

Tue bonds are 
to be depositea ta the United States ‘Treas- 
ury, and issued to the compan only as 
work on the canal progresses, ‘The bonds 
are to bear the guarantee of the United 
States for prineip and interest as it ac- 
crues, and the company is to issue no other 
bonds,

TEACHER’S INSTITUTE. 
Interesting Exercises at the Wilson 
School. 

The fourth meeting of the Pasadena 
Teacher’s Institute was held in the 
assembly room of the Wilson Gram- 
mar School, a large gathering of local 


and visiting teachers being present. 


The first feature was an exercise in 


music by a grade class from Miss 


Felker’s room in the Wasbington 
school. The exercise was conducted 
by Miss Stacy, the special teacher of 
music, and was very interesting, the 


{ 


pupils singing with accuracy simple 
part songs from the color-trame, hand- 
“gn, and ordinary staff. 

iss Ney, the special drawing, 
teacher, read an instructive paper on 
‘industrial I drawing. The subject was 
handled in an able manner both from 
an educational and.a practical stand- 
point. There being no profession or 
‘trade in which industrial drawing is 
not useful, if indeed not necessary, it 
is the duty of the schools to develop 
the latent faculty in pupils. 

Superintendent Monroe read a paper 
on Alex Comenius, one of the promi- 
nent educators of the-seventeenth cen- 
tury. Following the schools of the 
Jesuits with their system of education 
chat developed chiefly the religious 
side of the student, there came a re- 
action represented by three classes of 
— of the Humanists, represented 

the higber schools of learning; the 

22 and Realists represented 
by the French ani German schools of 
today. The Humanisis aimed at 
beauty of style and expression and fell 
into the error of studying words, 
rather than thiogs, form rather than 
thought. The reaction against this 
school was begun by Bacon and was 
carried out by Comenius. He proposed 
to establish four grades of schools, the 
mother schools in the homes. the na- 
tional in each parish, the gymnasium 
in each State, and the university in 
each country. Comenius adyocated 
miider forms of discipline with great 
intelligence, devised a system of gen- 
eral education not unlike the common 
schools of our own country, inaugu- 
rated great reforms in the teaching of 
languages, recoguized the importance 
of related science workin all grades, 
and dignified methods of teaching by 
giving them a philosophic basis aud 
logical coherence such as no educator 
before him had done. This entitles 
him to a high, if not tothe highest 
rank, of the seuse—realistic educa- 
tional reformers. 

After a short recess Superintendent 
Molyneaux of Pomona read a paper on 
the teaching profession, full of sugges- 
tions for the thoughtful teacher. It is 
the contact of mind with mind that 
educates, and the teacher with a live 
sympathetic intellect 1s the one who 
educates, not the one who follow: the 
line of mechanical drill no matter how 
faithful. 

Prof, Dickenson gave one of bis most 
instructive scientific lectures on the 
Geology of the Stars.“ The lecturer 
first, by a series of illustrations. 
showed clearly that when we observe 
certain phenomena, we know that they 
are produced by known causes. By the 
use of the polariscope, the spectro- 
scope and spectrum analysis we can 
therefore determine with exact cer- 
tainty the substances contained in the 
source of light, the constituents of the 
heavenly bodies may be fully deter- 
miged, and the ray of light compelled 
to relate the secrets of its source. 

Among the visitors were Superin- 
tendent W. M. Friesner of Los Ange- 
les; Prof. James A. Foshay, Monrovia; 
Dr. A. W. Pinmmer, Rosedale; Prof. 
E. P. Rowell, Santa Monica; Superin- 
tendent F. A. Molynenux. Pomona: 
Prof. J. H. Strine, Downey; Misses 
Atkins and Jvhnson, ine Angeles; 
Hon. A. G. Throop, Rev. W. Bun- 
ker, A. F. M. Strong, Galea F. Ker- 
naghan, Rev. James Kelso, Mrs. Hattie 
Mason Willard, Miss Biakie of Pasa- 
dena and a number of others. Prof. 
C. C. Swoford, late professor of physics 
in the Washington University, St. 
Louis. also visited the institute.

SURRUUNDED BT REDS. 


Gen. Howard Describes a 
Desperate Fight. 


_FOLLOWING UPON A MASSACRE 


The Only Spring of Pure Water Held 
by the Enemy—Final Defeat 
and Pursuit of the 
Red Men.

The present situation among the 
Sioux reminds the writer of a closely- 
contested battle of 1877, of which he 
formed a part. 

Take the map of the country and 
find Lewiston, which is situated at the 
junction of the Clearwater with the al- 
most interminable Snake; then let the 
eye run easterly a distance equivalent 
to seventy miles till it crosses the south 
branch of the Clearwater; there, due 
north from the village of Mount Idaho, 
you reach a rough, uninhabited plateau. 
That plateau was the buttle-ground.

There, between a dry cafion and the 
Branch, occurred the fierce combat be- 


tween some 500 Nez Perces and about 
the same number of United States 

The young chief, Nez Perce 
Joseph, led the Indians. 


Though the Nez Perces had never 
before had a war with the white men, 


boasting of never baying shed a white 


man’s blood, they had frequently 
waged contests with more eastern 
tribes. They were superb horsemen 
and had so trained these ponies that, 
like shepherd dogs, they would under- 
stand and obey their owners. These 


Indian horsemen were probabiy the 


best-mounted skirmishers in the world 
at the commencement of the Nez Perce 


The war began in a series of massa- 
cres, which the Indians committed in 
the region around Mount idaho. The 
white women and children who were 
wounded in the outbreak, but not 
fatally, were gathered into that 
stricken — Joseph at the same 
time, in the low ground of the White- 
bird Cafjion, assembied all the Indians 
who would join in the war. His men 
were then variously estimated to num- 
ber from three to seven hundred. Gen. 
Howard, providentially at Lapwai 
when the frightful news came, sent 


forward under Col. Perry two troops of 


cavairy, with instructions to check the 
hestiles and stop the murders. Mean- 
while, with the intention speedily to 
follow, he himself was hastily bringing 
together at Lapwai from the various 
posts the soldiers of his department. 
Perry bad but ninety men. He made 
a forced march through Grangeville to 
the Whitebird Cafion, attacked the Iu- 
dians at once, but suffered a mortify- 
ing dsfeat. He lost in the fight and 
retreat over a third of his men, killed 
outright; of those hit oniy the slightly 
wounded escaped death, for at this 
time the Indians were killing all their 
prisoners. 

As soon as the general had collected 
asufficient force he marched against 
them, drove Joseph down the White- 
bird Creek and forced him to cross to 
the west side of the Salmon River. 
Then with considerable difficulty he 
crossed his own command into that 
same country between the Salmon and 
Snake, which isas rough and rugged 
as Switzerland, and immediately set 
himself to follow the Indians’ trail. 
They bad hurried down the left bauk 
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— 
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of the Salmon, over the mountain- 
ous crags toward the mouth of 
that swift river, and with- 
out hesitation recrossed the mad 
stream at Craig’s ferry. Our troops, 
unlike the Indians,. who swim their 
plucky ponies and drag their skin 


Tafts after them, were here obligea to 


delay for two or three days construct- 
ing and attempting to use a large tim- 
ber raft. But meanwhile the general 
had sent back on his Lapwai route the 
regular cavalry, part of which was to 
hold Norton’s ranch and part to bring 
up supplies from Fort Lapwai. Eleven 
cavairymen of this force under Lieut. 
Rains went out from Norton’s to re- 
connoiter. It was just after Joseph 
and his Indians, having got over 


Craig’s ferry were turning back to 


pass between Norton and Grangeville, 


aud aiming further north toward Ka- 


miah. The Indians evidently sur- 
prised the ligutenant and his party, 
and without mercy massacred them all. 
Again, seventeen mounted volunteers

about the same time set out from 
Mount Idaho to go to Nortou's, when 
they also were cut off by a swarm of 
Savage warriors and several of them 
were slain. Gen. Howard about this 
time lost his new raft in the wild tor- 
rent, and could not effect a crossing 
just then, through an Indian messen- 
ger, James Rueben, who swam his 
horse ucross the fierce river, be heard 
of the state of matters at Norton’s and 
Vicinity, and as the best thing to do 
by the 
help of a few skiffs recrossed the 
Salmon and Whitebird. The pack- 
horses and mules, held by their halters. 
would follow a skiff four or five ata 
time, but would take the water in no 
other way. 

Forced marches were now made by 
the troops to intercept the Indians, A 
small number of volunteers, which the 
general had sent back before him across 
the Salmon by the Rucky Cafion, now 
pushed on boldly after the Indians, who 
uppeared to be moving toward Kamiab. 
The savages soon gtopped to gatuer 
food and new recruits trom the Lapwai 
Reservation, for their reputed success 
was fast bringing to them the hesi- 
tating. They pitched their lodges in the 
valleys along the Clearwater near the 
mouth of the Cottonwood creek. The 
volunteers cautiously avoiding them 
ascended Round Hill, a high butte in 
the neighborhood, and put themselves 
on the watch. During the first night, 
however, a party of Indians stole their 
borses, setting about forty of them on 
foot, but did not undertake to further 
molest them. Gen. Howard had 61 
ready sent word by a daring officer to 
thes. volunteers to stay there quietly 
while he was working his troops around 
the Indian camp by the way of Jack- 
son’s bridge, with a view to get beyond 
the ent‘re hostile force and, it possible, 
compel Joseph to accept battle. The 
loch of July was a busy day. Country 
wagons were used to carry a third of 
the infantry at a time while the rest 
were marching. That day by this help 
they made thirty-eight miles, the long- 
est one day’s march of the campaign. 
The command crossed the south branch 
of the Clearwater and encamped be- 
tween that and the main river at 
Wall’s farm. ‘This place was at least 
a dozen miles beyond the Indian 
lodges. on the northeastern edge of the

fought. 

Joseph Whitebird, Hool-hool-sute, 
Olicut, Joseph’s tall brother, and Look- 
iug-giuss, who had just joined after 
being for some time neutral, agreed in 
council that they were now strong 
enough to engage the main force. They 
kuew now irom what direction their 
enemies would approach them. They 
would get together, all mounted, con- 
ceal themselves in the deep valleys of 
the Cottonwood, the Clearwater 
branch and the neighboring cafiun, and 
be ready to run up the valley of the 
branch toward the East and make an 
attack at the word. Each cliieftain 
had his men told off. Tue women, like 
reguiar quartermasters, cared for the 
buggage and the herd of spare horses, 
and were always to keep seil back 
from the thick of the contest and stay 
where the lodges were pitched. Joseph. 
just before the battle, was confident of 
victory. 

Now turn to the little column of 
white men,a few troops of borse, a 
few companies afoot, three howitzers

The Indians were coming back. 
and a Gatling gun, all told, less thana 
single regiment of the Rebellion. 
With scouts well ahead and covered 
with skirmishers, they moved quietly 
along the unused trail; they hunt their 
way slowly through an extensive forest;

few bare hills, till, about noon, they 
merge into comparatively open ground. 
Lieutenant Fletcher, temporarily on 
the staff, takes a sudden impulse to try 
his fleld-glass. He gallops off to join 
the headmost scout.

The general then dispatched an aide 
to Capt. Trimbie with the ingtructions 
Take your troops and push straight 
ou westward to the river and watch 
out in that direction.“ The aide 
went with Trimble to scout the penin- 
sula. Gen. Howard theo rode over to 
Fletcher and saw plainly numerous 
mounted Indians in motion. They 
seemed to have just discovered his ap-

Otis, commanding them, was 
firing, endeavoring to reach the 
masses of Indians that engaged his ö 
attention. Our little column on the 
trail hurrying forward had well nigh 
passed the deep cafion and the cross 
ravine near it and were coming to-

Winters galloped around 
the bead of the cross ravine, and there, 
just beyoud the bluff down im the 
low ground, he found some II- 
dians already. dismounted, hiding 
and waiting. Iustantly dismounting bis 
men, he put them into line, while the 
horses were led back by a few troopers. 
The firing began at once, Oarbines 
and rifles cracked, Gatling guns rat- 
tled and the howitzers boomed away. 
Meanwhile several mounted Indians, 
striving to keep beyond the range of 
the guns, kept extending their line 
until it became a great enveloping 
curve. Col. Mason, the inspector, 
seeing how needful it was to 1 
our bending line, hurried up Capt. 
Burton’s company of infantry. It 
quickly took Wiuter's place, pushing 
his troop off to the left. 

The first Indians that came out of 
the cufion—we would call them flank- 
ers—succeeded in disabling two mules 
that were loaded with howitzer am- 
munition, and they killed the packers 
in charge. By this time Capts. Whip- 
ple and Perry had dismounted their 
cavalrymen and prolonged Winter's 
line so much t they could cover the 
fallen mules by a rapid fire; and 80 
they save the ammunition from cap- 
ture. A brave messenger had dur- 
ing the me ée guided the main sup- 
ply train till Capt. Wilkinson, aide- 
de-camp, came to belp him, 
They successfully massed the train 
near the cavalry horses, and well be- 
yond the hostile fire. Just as speedily 
as it could be done, Trimble was 
brought back aud all the remaining 
companies were put into position, Our 
line had now its infantry on the rignt, 
and next in succession its artillery and 
cavalry, all acting as infautry. It was 
a thin line, shaped like a crescent. The 
Indians by a long curved line, Jess 
continuous, fully enveloped ours. 

Joseph and his warriors executed 
their movements without besitation. 
Opposite our right they were lower 
than we behind rocks, logs and trees. 
They there constructed some rade bar- 
ricades. At most other points they 
found shelter and were usually out of 
sight. Near our left flank upon a 
small bill one Indian early in the 
action purposely exposed himself to 
view, throwing up his red blanket, de- 
fiantly, as you micht unfurl a flag, and 
louping about with it from point to 
point. At that time we had an occa- 
sional sight of others in the edge ot 
a neighboring wood. Our enemy 
distributed his best shooters at 
various points. One group was 80 
located as to command our only 
spring of water, which was tugked 
some distance out from our left. The 
river behind us was so tar down and 80 
much exposed to skirmishers from the 
other bank that nobody ventured there. 
Thus bemmed in with savages very 
numetous and fighting with all the 
tierceness of Arabs, without drinking 
water, and with every man posted in a 
deiensive ue, the situation in the be- 
ginning was, it must be confessed, not 
very encouraging. 

In the at terboon several enterprising 
Indians crept furtively toward Capt. 
Bancroft’s and Lieut. Haughey’s com- 
pany-tronts, seized a ridge and, with 
good shelter from it, began firing not 
thirty yards off. In the skirmish that 
ensued Capt. Bancroft, Lieut. Will- 
lams and several of their men were 
badiy wounded. Capt. M. P. Miller, 
the senior artillery officer, ran to Ban- 
croft’s- front and called out: “Cheer 
and charge.“ Haughey and his com- 
pany obeyed the call and joined Ban- 
croft in the cheer and charge, and the 
ridge was promptly cleared. ‘The In- 
dians ran back for safety to the barri- 
endes that they had lately left. All 
the right wing—Capt. Evan Miles lead- 
ing his own infantry—rushed forward, 
making two or three charges, and, 
covering the howitzers, which bad al- 
most suffered captyre, gained impor- 
tant ground. 

In one or another of the charges 
made, Capts. Pollock and Jocelyn aud 
Lieuts. Eltonhead, Farrow, Wood, 
Baily, Duncan and their men played 
an active part. We had not as yet 
done much, but merely taken the out- 
works of Joseph’s sheltered line. Fol- 
lowing upthe excitement, Wilitiuson 
gathered all the available men who from 
any cause were not in front, including 
horse holders, orderlies, extra duty 
and train meu, and with them made a 
rush from the right down into the 
ravine. This attempt drove in some 
worrisome sharp-shooters, and made 
our exposed right flank more secure. 
Fletcher and Otis pointed the howit-

It was Capt. Jackson’s troop that 
had been coming trom Fort Kiamath 
with instructions to join us; they were 
escorting supplies.

A PERUVIAN YANKEE, 


Senor Bacigalupi’s Big Lima 
Business. 


— 


HE IS A JACK-OF-ALL-TRADES., | 


Among Other Things, He Runs the 
Only Illustrated Newspaper in 
South America His 


— Opara House. 


There are four daily papers pub- 
fished in Lima, besidés several period- 
icals devoted to society matters and 
general literature. Most prominent 
among the later, says Fannie B. Ward 
in the Washington Star, is a finely- 
illustrated and well-conducted weekly, 
called El Peru Lllustrado, owned 
and published by Peter Bacigalupl, 
who is, by all odds, the most enterpris- 


ing North American it has ever been 


my fortune to meet. As-he is a very 
prominent character in Lima, and his 
career illustrates what foreign brains 
and energy may accomplish among 
these slow-gowing Peruvians, I went 
one day to interview him. So busy a 
man as Mr. Bacigalupi, flying here, 
there, everywhere, attending to His 
dozens of “‘irons’’ that are all in the 
fire at once, it is no easy matter to find 
him, or when found to pin him down 
to conversation. But perseverance ac- 
complished it, and here is the result: 
He was born in New York City in 1855, 
and consequently is now 35 years old, 
Though he never went to school 
after the age of thirteen, he 
«peaks French, Spanish, German 
Italian and Englisb equally well. 
When 13 years old he was employed 
by the New York Equitable Lite In- 
surance Company in sume humble ca- 
acity, where he remained six years. 
‘pen he drifted to California and at 
the age of 22 married a young lady in 
Oakland. Less than a year later, after 
a breezy tiff with his mother-in-law, 
he left in haste and saiied for South 
America. Landing at Callao early in 
April. 1878, he had exactly $4 left in 
his pocket, and that was stolen before 
night. He feund employment imme- 
diately and before many months be- 
came the confidential clerk of E. D. 
Adums, a prominent merchant oi 
Lima, formerly from the United 
States, Mr. Adams was so accommo- 
dating as to die soon afterward, leav- 
ing Mr. Bacigalupi in charge of the 
business, aud within the year be mar- 
ried his late employer’s widow, a Peru- 
vian lady who then had five children. 
They now have a beautiful home, and 
the number of viive branches has in- 
creaaed to nine. 
A GREAT CONGLOMERATION OF GOODS, 
In 1884 the old place of business was 
destroyed by fire, but nowise disheart- 
ened, Mr. Bacigalupi set up again ina 
better location and since then tle 
umount of his sales has been some- 
thing phenomenal. His goods are 
mostly trom the United States, and 
comprise the greatest conglomeratiou 
ever Coilected under one roof. For 
instance, he has a large stock of books 
and stationery, drugs, soaps, lamps, 
— silverware, jewelry, sewing ma- 
chines, typewriters, puotographie out- 
fits, agricultural implements; io short, 
aimost everything imagiunble except 
dress goods. Sandwiched among these 
are Peruvian curios, from mummes te. 
ancient pots and idols. Beside his 
enormous trade as a forwarding and 
commission werchant, wuose ramilica- 
tions extend, in some shape or other, to 
almost every part of South America, 
the United States and Europe, he 
is bimself a photographer of no mean 
ability and his ageots are everywhere 
muking those scenic views that trav- 
viers delight to purchase. He has long 
bad the Peruvian agency of the Do- 
mestic Sewing Muchine Company and 
commenced business the first day by 
selling 150 machines to the president 
of the republic, who distributed them 
a moug the poor widows of soldiers 
who tell during the last war. Since 
then he has sold thousands of ma- 
chines. He is also agent for the Kem 
ingion typewriter and bas sold a good 
ma y of them in Lima. He lutroduced 
the first telephone :oto Peru and they 
are now in general use. He also intro- 
duced the first amateur photographic 
outfits, and in his place one May buy 
the kodak, bavkeye, Scovill’s or almost 
uny other. 
MR. BACIGALUPI’S ENTERPRISE. 

During tue late war Mr. Bacigalupi 
purchased two vessels, one of Ameri- 
can muke called Young America, the 
other English, named Union, and 
fiited them upas men-of-war. Through 
their agercy and by the help of the 
Monitor he managed to make another 
tortune in coal and pickied pork. Lusi 
year he built an opera bouse on the 
spot where the old tueater was burned. 
It is capable of seating 2,000 persons 
and is one of the neatest, daintiest 
and most complete little theaters on 
tie continent. Its builder loves to 
boast that be put it up in sixty days, 
employing seventy-five workmen, and 
personally superintending the use of 
every inch of 150.000 feet of 
iumber. Mr. Bacigalupi’s main busi- 
ness, however, the others be- 
ing mere outgrowths and side issues, 
is that of a printer and lithographer. 
In bis establishment ten Gordon 
presses, two large Campbell presses and 
a lithographic press, all moved by the 
only gas in Lima, and are kept con- 
stautly going. Sixty-five men ana 
boys are employed in the printing de- 
partment (six of them being Ameri- 
cans from San Francisco,) and Mr, 
Bacigalupi is expert in every detail of 
the business, trum type-setting to lith- 
ographing.

The other newspapers of Lima are 
edited with considerable ability and 
contain telegraphic news from all parts 
of the world, besides choice selections 
‘and the effusions in prose and poet 
of local literary lights; but their ed 
tors have a grandiose and flowery style, 


in wide if not ludicrous contrast to the 


terse, plain-spoken ways of American 
journalism. ost of the papers make 
their first appearance upon the stfeets 
about 10 o’clock at night and their 
names are yelled 2 Ac newsboys with 
all the vigor of New York gamins. 
Late in the morning carriers deliver 
the same edition to regular subscribers. 
As an index to the state of trade, it 
may be mentioned that the newspapers 
have about two es of advertise- 
ments to one of reading matter; but I 
am told that the rates are very low, 
and the merchants require editors to 
trade out“ the amounts.

The British clipper ship Buckingham, on 


her recent arrival at New York from Cal- 
eutta, was met by a party of Brooklynites 
who went down the bay on a tug to wel- 
come Capt. Lyall and his bride. They 
were Capt. Larry Garrick, James N. Barr, 
of the Produce Exchange, and others who 
had seen the newly married couple start 
on a long voyage too hurriedly for wed- 
ding festivities, and proposed to give them 
aright royal welcome. Reaching the ship 
they found the flag at half mast and the 
late happy bride a widow. Capt. Lyall 
had been murdered on the voyage and his 
body consigned to the ocean. 

The ship seemed to be laboring under a 
curse. Two men were in irons—Bhogwan 
Dhaas, a Lascar, who had murdered the 
captain, and a Mauritius negro named 
Grose, who had tried to kill the mate. The 
case of the latter may be briefly dismissed, 
for the negrois evidently a lunatic; but 
the Lascar’s case can only be understood 
after the court shall have completed ‘ta 
examination. His motive was apparently 
revenge, as the captain had punished him 
for neglect of duty, and he is evidently a 
person of the most malicious and murder- 
ous sort. 

He had previously sailed with Capt. 
Lyall, anil was this time taken on board at 
Dundee, where the ship touched on her re- 
turn. Assigned tothe galley, the Luscar 
did his work the first day in a sullen way, 
andthe next morning refused to prepare 
breakfast for the starboard watch.

Two hours passed, then Chief Officer 
Christie entered the messroom and his eye 
fell on this sight—the captain on his knees, 
his face lying against the bulkhead, a 
corpse, and sitting by it the Larasc with a 
Malay “‘creese” in his hand. He had struck 
the captain four times on the head, literal- 
ly slicing the skull to fragments. The 
mate seized the murderer by the throat 
and disarmed him. When asked about 
the tragedy he coolly answered, “Yes, 
kill him.” The widow's first intimation 
of the tragedy was when she came on deck 
and saw the ensign union down and the 
sailors overcome with horror and grief. 
Her own agony can be imagined. The 
union had been reversed to signal the 
nearest land in hope that the corpse and 
Mrs. Lyall might be put ashore there, but 
it proved impossible, and so the captain 
was next day consigned to the sea. 

It is a strange coincidence that the trag- 
edy occurred near the coast where Capt. 
Lyall and his wife were born and reared. 
They had been lovers from childbood, and 
when he found, in September, 1889, that 
his ship was chartered for the east, he tel- 
egraphed his betrothed, then Miss Maggi 
Reid, to come on to New York. They were 
married in October, at the home of Capt. 
Larry Garrick, in Brooklyn, the gentile 
man whoorganized and headed the wel- 
coming party to meet them down the bay.
